thin time they are liable to fall. Not 
by a foreign foe, as they have been 
threatened in history, but by pro­ 
gress and common-sense, are these 
celebrated portals being attackd. A 
campaign has been started to re 
move the "octroi," and lf it is suc­ 
cessful a picturesque and 
annoy­ 
ing heritage of the middle ages wit 
disapear. 
I 
In the old day*, when Paris was 
protected by a stone wall rather 
than an air fleet, the octrois were 
the gates and nobody could pass in 
or out without being examined. But 
sixteen inch guns and automobiles 
have rendered 
stone 
walls 
and 
, octrois alike ridiculous. As a m at­ 
ter of fact, the old iwall has been 
alm ost completely torn down since 
the late war, and only a few strips 
of it have been left 
standing 
as 
souvenirs. Yet the octrois, 
with 
th#>ir iron gates and tired function­ 
aries, remain, and no vehicle 
can 
pass without being checked. 
W hat was the outskirts of Paris 
when the wall w as built is now the 
residential district of the greater 
city. 
Beyond this circular bound­ 
ary lies a great part of the city, 
and every day thousands of ve­ 
hicles must pass these gates. The 
driver of every car must stop, meas 
tire his gasoline and report it to 
the guard. He received a slip 
of i 
paper perm itting him to pass. and 
must turn this in when 
he 
re-j 
enters. This is due to the fact that 
tribute must be paid on goods ent­ 
ering the city. Gasoline is slightly I 
cheaper outside than within, and I 
j that is why all motor vehicles are j 
: watched. Very rarely do the guards j 


I check up on the declarations o f ' 
j drivers, but the tedious formality 
m ust be performed. 
Like Central Park 
Octrois are situated In the Bois 
de Boulogne, and they mean ex­ 
actly w hat a custom barrier would 
mean in 
Central 
Park. 
Nobody 
seems to be able to explain why 
J they have been maintained, and the 
only explanation offered 
is 
that 
they have always been there. Each 
has its staff of officials, and the 
question is asked, what would be­ 
come of al! these functionaries if 
the posts were removed. The pres­ 
ent government, however, has re­ 
solved to remove all 
unnecessary 
officials, and it may get the octrois 
in (he neur future. 
One newspaper, campaigning for 
the abolition of the 
octrois, 
has 
made investigations and 
compiled 
some amusing figures. 
Last yes; 
15.000,000 motor vehicles 
passed 
the city posts. It is estim ated that 
each driver was forced 
to 
stop 
three minutes to measure his gas­ 
oline and get the little 
slip 
of 
paper. This means 45,000.000 min­ 
utes lost, or 
750,000 
hours, 
or 
eighty-six years. Taxes collected on I 
goods during this period, 
which j 
might Just as well be levied at the 
m arkets, amounted to about u mil­ 
lion and a half dollars. Figuring an 
eight-hour 
day, 
the 
newspaper 
points out that 93.750 working days 
were required to police the octrois, 
and the pay of these men amounted I 
to alm ost half of the revenue 
col­ 
lected. 
Hard On Motorist* 
These figures show how 
anti­ 
quated is the octroi system, but 
gives no hint of the inconvenience; 
to motorists. W hatever the weath 
er, or however congested the roads, 
these stupid formalities must 
be 
observed. The word “o n ro i’’ means | 
city toll, and it true that prices of, I 
foodstuffs are very slightly louver | 
outside the gates.

housewife 
might pass the boundary with five 
bananas, but if she has six she is 
subject to tax.

Mail.—The use of monkeys in w ar­ 
fare by the Chinese dates back to 
the time when the Mongolians cap­ 
tured Peking. The monkeys used 
are the "Wah-W abs,” called after 
the peculiar call they make when 
angry. They are tailless, 
always 
walk 
upright, 
and 
when 
fully 
grown are about four feet in height. 
The monkeys are captured when 
quite young and are kept In a small 
hut situated on a lonely plain. The 
training of the animals is a long 
and arduous task, and only such as 
the Chinese with their infinite pat­ 
ience and atter disregard of time 
would attem pt. 
The animal is let out of the hut 
at the end of a thin 
cord 
about 
ten feet long and made to go for­ 
ward and take out of the ground a 
flagstaff with a yellow flag on it. 
This flagstaff forms the center of 
three flagstaffs, the two outer flags 
being blue. 
W hen the monkey brings back 
the yellow flag he is rewarded with 
food, but if he attem pts to touch the 
blue flags the cord is drawn tight 
and he is chastised. Gradually the 
cord is lengthened, and after years 
of training the monkey is capable 
of going distances up to two miles 
and bringing back his colored flag. 
O ther monkeys are taught to take 


blue flags, others red, 
until 
an 
army comm ander Is In possession 
of several hundred monkeys 
dis­ 
tinguished by the color painted on 
their back. 
Every Chinese division Is distin­ 
guished by colored pennants 
car­ 
ried by banner men. soldiers not­ 
ed for their bravery. W hen a com­ 
mander wishes to make an attack 
and desires to strike terror into the 
enemy, he selects about 
tw enty 
monkeys of the enemy's color. The 
animals are starved for several 
days and kept in a position w here 
they can see the enemy. 
The night of the attack the mon­ 
keys are covered all 
over 
with 
luminous paint and let loose. They 
immediately make their way over 
into the enem y's lines, where their 
appearance and the savage way in 
which they bite and 
scratch 
in 
their efforts to capture the 
flags 
strike terror In the heart of the 
enemy.

commander 
hears the loud “wah-wah” of 
his 
beasts he knows the enemy is in 
confusion and launches his attack.
